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The letters £, t_, ch, c(k) represent unas- 
pirated voiceless stops as in Vietnamese. As in 
Vietnamese k occurs only before 1^ e_, and h; 
otherwise c is written. The letters £h, th, chh ^ 
ijh are aspTrated voiceless stops. 

The letter 2. represents a sound like 
English h, d, £, and j_ are like the same English 
letters. The letters vh, dh, gh, and _jh repre- 
sent aspirated voiced stops . These sounds are 
not found in either English or Vietnamese words. 
Preglottalization occurs with v, d and j_ and is 
represented by b, d, and dj_ respectively. A 
glottal stop occurring word-medially between 
vowels is represented by ^ as in ma-in . Word 
final glottal stop is represented by £. Initial 
glottal is not written. 

The consonants !-> R-t lii £■« H ^^^ Z. ®^® 
similar to the same English letters ; ng and nh 
are similar to the same Vietnamese letters.' 

The consonant r is pronounced as a thrilled 
r in some dialects, but in others is pronounced 

in two ways : 

1) In polysyllabic words an r is not'J)ro- 
nounced except in the last syllable. Betweeii 
vowels the r is dropped and the adjoining vowels" 
are pronounced as one long vowel. Initially the 
r is dropped and the following vowel becomes 
lengthened. (Note: these words don't then have 
an initial glottal.) 

2) In the last syllable of a polysyllabic 
word or in a monosyllabic word r is pronounced 

as a semivowel with a quality close to Vietnamese 

Roglai has six vowel positions a_, i., £, cJ, 
u, e pronounced similar to the Vietnamese voweTs 
witE the same symbols. The vowels in Roglai may 
be short or long. The long vowels are marked 
with the same symbols. The vowels in Roglai may 
be sh^rt or long^. The long vowels are marked 
with 2. as £, _!, £, etc. Long and short vowels 
may^be^nasalized. Nasalization is marked with _ 
as a, 1, 0, u, etc. When leng$:h and nasalization 
co-occur a _2 is used as in anaq ^ lan^iq .
